needs of each State. This means 
that in general the States should 
not surrender, but retain their own 
sovereignty, and keep control of 
their own government. 


“Becond, a policy of local refiec- 


tion of nation-wide public opin- 
ion. Each State must shape its 
course to conform to the general- 
ly accepted sanctions of society and 
to the needs of the nation. It must 
provide a workable similarity of 
economic and industria, relations. 
It must protect the health and 
provide for the education of its 
own citizens. This policy is al- 
ready well recognized in the asso- 
ciation of the States for the pro- 
motion and adoption of uniform 
laws. Unless this policy be adopted 
by the States, interference by the 
nation cannot be resisted. 
“Throughout our whole sation 
there is an irresistible urge for 
the maintenance of the highest so- 
cial standards of government and 
society. Unless this sentiment is 
heeded and observed by appropri- 


ate State action there is always 
grave danger of encroachment up- 
on the States vy the national gov- 
ernment. But it must always be 
realized that such encroachment is 
a hazardous undertaking, and 


should be adopted only as a last

Six Men, Who in 1917 Called W hite’s Slayer Lunatic, 
Testify He is Now Normal; Evelyn Present

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—Six special jurors, who in 1917 de- 
clgred Harry K. Thaw a lunatic, today testified he Is sane, and entitled 
to freedom, at a jury trial in Common Pleas Court to determine 


Thaw's menta) statua. 

The second day of the trial 
proved replete with surprises. In 
addition to the revised opinion of 
Thaw by the former jurors, Thaw 
and Evelyn Nesbit, his divorced 
wife, came face to face in the 
courtroom in a tense duel of 
giances: the name of Stanford 
White. whom Thaw shot and in- 
stantly killed in 1906, was suddenly 
mentioned, causing Thaw to mani- 
fest emotion; and Dr. Charlies K. 
**ilis, noted alienist, under grill- 
ing cross-examination by counsel 
for the trustees of the Thaw es- 
tates, admitted Thaw wae suffering 
from aphasia, although maintain- 
ing hie opinion that he Is sane and 
competent to manage his own af- 
fairs. 

Harry W. Mace, a politician, who 
was foreman of the 1917 jury that 
adjudged Thaw insane, was em- 
phatic in declaring he now believed 
the Pittsburg millionaire a normal 


man.

Premiers Favor

London, Paris and Berlin in 
Mood for Reparation 
Experiment 


Poincare, Who Was Expected 
to Go Slow, Appears 
as Champion 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVS DIsPaTCH) 

PARIS, April 15.—Four events 
in Burope today, taken together, 
make it reasonably certain the 
Dawes plan for reparations will 
be given an honest trial. 

These events in the order of 
their importance are as follows: 

(1.) Declaration by Premier 

Poincare tonight in a speech -in 
which he said France expected 
the Dawes plan to be put in op- 
eration and was ready to make 
necessary concessions. 
(2. Announcement by Prime 
Minister MacDonald that London 
had sotified Paris and Washing- 
ton of willingness to accept the 
expert's report... 

(3.) Authoritative reports from 
Berlin that the government is 
ready to accept the Dawes plan 
as the basis of reparations ar- 
rangements, which may be taken 
as official declaration of the end 
of the German policy of resistance 
of reparations clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

(4.) Revival of accords between 
the Allied Control Mission and the 
Ruhr industrialists for period of 
two months to give time for ne- 
gotiations necessary to inaugura- 
tion of the plan which bears the 
name of an American who fought 
in France. 


POINCARE CHAMPION 

It was expected Premier Potn- 
eare in his speech at the dinner 
of the Democratic-Social-Repub- 
lican party at Luna Park tonight 
would deal almost exclusively with 
questions of domestic politics. In- 
stead the fiery little Premier, who 
after all. hol the key to the sit- 
ss devoted more than half of 


apeech to the reparations 
problem. 
He, who was expected by the 


experts to make heste slowly and 
impose many conditions appeared 
as the valiant champion of the 
Dawes plan, defending it against 
and proclaiming its vir- 
tues. It suited him from the 
ground up. In it he saw justifica- 
tion of his Ruhr policy. He saw 
justification of his contention that 
now is not the time to fix what 
Germany can pay two decades ip 
the future. He saw an opportu- 
nity to carry out bis policy of link- 
ing reparations to Inter-Allied 
debts, which is to say to lay upon 
Germany not only the burden of 


French reconstruction. but what 
France must pay England and 
America. 

If France pursued a policy of 


limited by justice, he said, and 
added: 

“I have read in German news- 
papers, and even in some French 
newspapers, that the report of the 
experts was a condemnation of our 
foreign policy and especially oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr. 


FRANCE JUSTIFIED 

“On the contrary those reports 
are a most brilliant justification 
of the votes of the French Par- 
liament. They prove that in spite 
of all her denials, Germany put 
herself into fraudulent banksrutcy 
and that she is able to pay.” 

Turning to the details of the ex- 
perts’ work, the French Premier 
waid: 

“Germany let escape 6,750,000 
gold marks She holds at home 
the equal of 1,200,000.000 gold 
marke. She -hasn’t taxed herself 
as the Allied nations have been 
taxed. She hasn't ceased = since 
1919 the perfection of her equip- 
ment to better her railroad sys- 
tem, her communications, her 
ports, her canals, her industries, 
organized for production superior 
to that before the war. The coun- 
try ie well gifted with natura! re- 
sources and has means to exploit 
them. Her population is growing. 
Her agriculture is fiovrishing— 
such are declarations of the ex- 
perts and they added that Germany 
is in a position to resume a fa- 
vored situation !n world activities. 
That ir just what we said—that's 
just what Germany dented and just 
what many of our Allies refused 
to believe.”

TOKIO, April 15.—Foreign Min- 
ister Matsui, replying to questions 
by the Associated Press declared 
this afternoon that no new instruc- 
tions had been sent to Ambassador 
Hanihara at Washington relative to 
any further action on the immigra- 
tion question. He enaid that al- 
though Ambassador Hanihara had 
written his letter of the 1ith inat., 
urging Congress not to pass the 
Japanese exclusion legislation, 
without specific instructions from 
Tokio, he nevettheléss had full 
authority to act on his own discre- 
tion. 

The Foreign Mininster was em- 


phatic in stating that the action 


of Ambassador Hanthara the 
full approval of the Foreign ce. 
Minister Matsui declined, howéver, 
to amplify the much-disoussed 
“grave consequences” phrase con- 
tained in the Hanthara letter. 

The Cabinet the Foreign Min- 
ister said, discussed immigration at 
a meeting this morning but ar- 
rived at no decision. 


TO OBSERVE TREATIES 

There was no basis, Minister 
Matsui declared, for American press 
surmises that the “consequences” 
referred to by Ambassador Hani- 
hara might be Japanese refusal to 
co-operate in keeping the “open 
door” of China and peace in the Far 


“We intend fully to observe hon- 
orably all obligations we assumed 
in signing the treaties and conven- 
tions in regard to China and 
oriental peace,” said the Foreign 
Minister. “We have no reason to 
change our policy in that respect.” 

Minister Matsui stressed the great 
responsibility of the press, both 
in America and Japan eat “this 
critical juncture.” He said that 
earlier in the afternoon he had 
met members of the Tokio press 
and cautioned them against the 
dangers of irresponsible infamma- 
tory expression.

Taylor is a brother-in-law of W. 
H. Downs, Los Olivos postmaster, 
who with Taylor Downa, his father, 
and W. F. Crawford, wealthy 
rancher, are jointly charged with 
Maguire's murder. Although not 
officially announced it is said that 
Taylor furnished the dynamite 
used to blow up the Leos Olivos 
blacksmith.

EARTHQUAKE 
OF VIOLENCE 
IS RECORDED 
Great Temblor Registered 
on World Seismographs 
Believed in Pacific 


CHICAGO, April 15.—A violent 
earthquake thought te be 6360 
miles from Chicago was recorded 
‘y selsmographs all over the world 
yesterday including the one operat- 
ed by the United States Weather 
Bureau at the University of Chica- 
go, according to announcements 
today. 

The earthquake is believed to be 
even more violent than the one 
which rocked Japan last summer. 
but, since no reportse have been 
received of surface damage any- 
where, the seat of the disturbance 
is believed to be in the Pacific 
Ocean bottom. 

The Chicago seismograph regis- 
tered shocks from 10:41 a.m., yes- 
terday until 2 p.m. Similar dis- 
turbances were reported by instru- 
ments at Dublin, Ireland; London 
England; Rome, Italy, and Vic- 
toria, B. C. 

The observer at the Victoria sta- 
tion said that the shocks caused a 
maximum swing of three inches on 
the seismographic chart and that 
the earthquake was the most se- 
vere in recent years.

Gladys Lewis, who wrote under 
the nom de plume of Georges 
Lewys, asked for a dissolution of 
her partnership with the motion- 
picture director and also for an 
accounting and damages, while 
Selma Lewis prayed for $10,577 as- 
serted damages. 

The two actions were based on 
the suit recently filed by Von Stro- 
heim in the United States District 
(‘ourt, In which he is said to have 
claimed all rights to the novel 
version of the photoplay. 


CONTRACT CITED 

In brief, the plaintiffs in the 
complaints filed yesterday set 
forth: 

That Von Stroheim and Gladys 
Lewle entered into a contract with 
Selma Lewis by the terms of 
which Gladys Lewis was to write 
the novel version of the play; Sel- 
ma Lewis waa to publish the book; 
Gladys was to be paid a royalty 
of 10 cents on each copy sold, and 
of this amount Von Stroheim was 
to receive 560 per cent. 

Following the publication of the 
novel, Von Stroheim was asserted 
to have filed his petition for an in- 
junction in the Federal Court and 
to have stopped the work of pub- 
lishing ané 4istributing the book 
from November, 1923, to March 38, 
last, on which date a motion to 
tlixmigs the action wag granted. 


TO HURT REPUTATION 

Giadys Lewis declared that Von 
Stroheim instituted the suit in .an 
effort to injure her reputation as 
an author. She requested that the 
court grant her damages in an 
amount to be determined follow- 
ing an accounting of the asserted 
partnership. Selma Lewis stated 
she had gone to the expense of 
publishing the novel and that Von 
Stroheim then brought his injunc- 
tion sult “maliciously and with in- 
tent to destroy the plaintiff's busi- 
nese in publishing and selling the 
novel.” 

Von Stroheim's sureties In the 
Federal Court case were also made 
defendants in the complaints. 

The two suits come as an. after- 
math to an action recently inati- 
tuted in the Superior Court by 
Von Stroheim which was directed 
at the Lewis girle and the Citizens’ 
Print Shop. which was to 
‘have printed the novel version of 
the screen production. 


INJUNCTION ASKED 

| In this action, Von  Stroheim 
asked an injunction preventing the 
defendants from proceeding fur- 
| ther with the publication and dis- 
tribution of the book. He asserted 
Mies Gladys Lewis. named in the 
complaint as Georges Lewys, had 
illegally caused to be copyrighted 
in her own name a novel version 
of the play. transcribed from a 
manuscript he said he submitted 
to her for her personal perusal, 
looking toward publication of the 
book under his name.

HARD SAVED FROM HANGING 


Proof of Age of Convicted Slayer of Siskiyou Rancher 
Brings Clemency Action 


»The life of William A. Hard, youthful Los Angeles slayer under 
sentence of death, was spared yesterday through the intervention of 
Gov. Richardson. The executive commuted the death sentence to life 
imprisonment after a persona) investigation which showed that the 
youth was under the age of 18 years at the time of the slaying. 

The action of Gov. Richardson kill his father by nitting him over 


was communicated to the State Su- 
preme Cour’, in seasion here, in a 
telegram .rom Sacramento. The 
receipt of the meswage was fol- 
lowed by the dismesal without 
prejudice of an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus fur § the 
youth. 

The commutation of Hard's sen- 
tence and the dienmeisxea! of the ap- 
plication for the writ will not 
affect the appeal for a new trial 
pending before the Supreme Court. 
This appeal will be heard by the 
court in its July session at San 
Francisco.

4d found Hard was not 18 years 
of age at the time of the mur- 
der. This was shown by the birth 
certificate, the record of baptism 
and the certificate of the attend- 
ing physician discovered by the 
Governor on his trip to Los An- 
geles recently. This evidence was 
not presented to the jury which 
decided from the looks of Hard 
and his statement that he was 18 
years of age. ‘ 

In making the commutation, 
the Governor said: 

“I am commuting the sentence 
of Hard to life imprisonment. 
solely because he was under 18 
years of age at ths date of the 
commission of the crime and sec- 
tion 190 of the penal code pro- 
vides that the death penalty shall 
not be inflicted in such cases. 
The murder committed by Hard 
was cruel, cold-blooded and delib- 
erate. There were no extenuat- 
ing circumstances. Hard has all 
the appearances of being 19 years 
of age, as he stated to the of- 
ficiale when. agrested, and his 
conduct on the witness stan‘ 
showed keen  jntelligence ana 
force. He is a dangerous and 
desperate character. The young 
man whom he murdered was 
hichly esteemed by the people of 
his neighborhood, was the sole 
support of his widowed mother 


and had treated Hard with kind-: 


ness by giving him food and shel- 
ter. 

“The claim that Hard commit- 
ted the crime and stole the auto- 
mobile in order to visit his moth- 
er in’ Los Angeles is untrue, for 
Hard admitted on the witness» 
stand’ that he had driven along 
very street in Los Angeles. o. 
which his mother lived at least 
three different times and had nev- 
er made and effort to see her or 
to communicate with her. Hard 
also stated while In prison that 


he had at one time attempted to- 


the head with a milk bottle and 
that he proposed to finish the job 
when he got out of jail.
